ICE  CREM  PRODUCTIOIT 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  July  was  estimated  at 
74,135,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  2 percent  more  than 
in  July  I96I,  hut  1 percent  less  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  From  June 
to  July,  output  gained  6 percent  this  year,  the  same  as  the  average  in  the  1956-60 
period.  In  1961,  production  declined  fractionally  from  June  to  July.  Temperatures 
averaged  colder  than  normal  during  July  in  most  of  the  country.  They  were  warmer 
than  normal  only  in  the  Gulf  States. 

Ice  cream  production  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  totaled  415,550,000 
gallons.  This  was  1 percent  larger  than  the  January- July  total  of  1961  and  4 per- 
cent greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  period. 

The  milkfat  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  during 
July  averaged  11.0  percent,  unchanged  from  January  1962.  The  average  was  down 
slightly  from  the  11.2  percent  milkfat  reported  in  July  1961. 

Compared  with  July  last  year,  ice  cream  production  was  more  in  all  regions  ex- 
cept the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  unchanged  and  the  Pacific,  where  it  was  1 per- 
cent less.  Output  was  3 percent  larger  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  5 per- 
cent greater  in  the  West  North  Central.  Increases  of  4 percent  were  shown  in  both 
the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  the  South  Central.  Production  was  up  8 percent  in 
the  Mountain  States.  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states,  output  was 
up  only  fractionally  in  New  York  and  2 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  hut  was  down  2 per- 
cent in  California. 

Compared  with  the  1956-60  average  for  July,  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by 
regions  were  mixed.  Manufacture  was  unchanged  in  the  East  North  Central  Region, 
but  down  2 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  West  North  Central.  Output 
decreased  5 percent  in  the  South  Central  States.  Increases  in  the  remainder  of  the 
country  were  3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  13  percent  in  the  Mountain  and 

1 percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three  largest  producing  states,  production  was 

2 percent  above  average  in  New  York,  6 percent  below  in  Pennsylvania,  and  virtually 
unchanged  in  California.

Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  July  vas  estimated  at 
74,135,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  2 percent  more  than 
in  July  1961,  hut  1 percent  less  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the.  month.  From  June 
to  July,  output  gained  6 percent  this  year,  the  sane  as  the  average  in  the  1956-60 
period.  In  1961,  production  declined  fractionally  from  June  to  July.  Temperatures 
averaged  colder  than  normal  during  July  in  most  of  the  country.  They  vere  warmer 
than  normal  only  in  the  Gulf'  States. 

Ice  cream  production  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  totaled  415, 550>000 
gallons.  This  vas  1 percent  larger  than  the  January-July  total  of  1961  and  4 per- 
cent greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  period. 

The  milkfat  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United'  States  during 
July  averaged  11.0  percent,  unchanged  from  January  1962.  The  average  vas  down 
slightly  from  the  11.2  percent  milkfat  reported  in  July  1961.

July  production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  totaled  23,245,000  gallons, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Hi  is  record -high  production  was  10  percent 
more  than  in  July  1961  and  4l  percent  greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the 
month.  Output  advanced  8 percent  between  June  and  July  this  year,  compared  with  6 
percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  9 percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  5 -year 
period.  Production  advanced  in  all  regions.  The  January- July  cumulative  produc- 
tion of  107, 910, 000  gallons  was  13  percent  larger  than  in  1961  and  46  percent 
greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  this  period. 

Compared  with  July  a year  ago,  production  increased  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  Atlantic,  where  it  decreased.  Output  advanced  moderately  in  the  West  North 
Central  States.  Increases  in  production  were  sharp  in  all  the  remaining  regions  of 
the  country.

Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  this  July,  estimated  at  4,980,000 
gallons,  was  3 percent  less  than  in  July  1961  and  11  percent  smaller  than  the  1956- 
60  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  the  first  7 months  of  this  year  was  4 per- 
cent less  than  the  January-July  total  a year  earlier  and  1 percent  smaller  than  the 
5 -year  average  for  these  months. 

Sherbet  manufacture  advanced  4 percent  between  June  and  July,  compared  with  a 
1 percent  decline  a year  earlier.  Output  rose  8 percent  from  June  to  July  in  the 
1956-60  period.  Compared  with  July  1961,  production  increased  in  the  West  North 
Central  States,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central.  Decreases  in  production 
were  shown  in  all  other  regions.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  miUcfat  in  the  United  States  in  July  was  estimated  at  5*700,000  gallons, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  6 percent  more  than  in  July  1961  and  24 
percent  larger  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  7 months 
of  this  year  totaled  30,440,000  gallons  - up  4 percent  from  the  corresponding  months 
in  1961  and  28  percent  from  the  5 -year  average  for  this  period. 

Output  gained  9 percent  from  June  to  July  this  year,  compared  with  2 percent 
last  year  and  4 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1956-60  period.  Increases  were  shown 
in  all  Mellorine -producing  states  except  Indiana,  Montana,  Arizona  and  Oregon. 

Compared  with  July  1961,  production  decreased  in  Illinois,  Alabama,  Montana  and 
Arizona..  Output  was  unchanged  in  Indiana.  Increases  occurred  in  all  other  impor- 
tant producing  states.

July  production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  totaled  23,245,000  gallons, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Hi  is  record -high  production  was  10  percent 
more  than  in  July  1961  and  4l  percent  greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the 
month.  Output  advanced  8 percent  between  June  and  July  this  year,  compared  with  6 
percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  9 percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  5 -year 
period.  Production  advanced  in  all  regions.  The  January- July  cumulative  produc- 
tion of  107,9-40,000  gallons  was  13  percent  larger  than  in  1961  and  46  percent 
greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  this  period. 

Compared  with  July  a year  ago,  production  increased  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  Atlantic,  where  it  decreased.  Output  advanced  moderately  in  the  West  North 
Central  States.  Increases  in  production  were  sharp  in  all  the  remaining  regions  of 
the  country.

•Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  this  July,  estimated  at  4,980,000 
gallons,  was  3 percent  less  than  in  July  1961  and  11  percent  smaller  than  the  1956- 
60  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  the  first  7 months  of  this  year  was  4 per- 
cent less  than  the  January-July  total  a year  earlier  and  1 percent  smaller  than  the 
5 -year  average  for  these  months. 

Sherbet  manufacture  advanced  4 percent  between  June  and  July,  compared  with  a 
1 percent  decline  a year  earlier.  Output  rose  8 percent  from  June  to  July  in  the 
1956-60  period.  Compared  with  July  1961,  production  increased  in  the  West  North 
Central  States,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central.  Decreases  in  production 
were  shown  in  all  other  regions.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milkf  at  in  the  United  States  in  July  was  estimated  at  5,700,000  gallons, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  6 percent  more  than  in  July  1961  and  24- 
percent  larger  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  7 months 
of  this  year  totaled  30,84-0,000  gallons  - up  8 percent  from  the  corresponding  months 
in  1961  and  28  percent  from  the  5 -year  average  for  this  period. 

Output  gained  9 percent  from  June  to  July  this  year,  compared  with  2 percent 
last  year  and  8 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1956-60  period.  Increases  were  shown 
in  all  Mellorine-producing  states  except  Indiana,  Montana,  Arizona  and  Oregon, 

Compared  with  July  1961,  production  decreased  in  Illinois,  Alabama,  Montana  and 
Arizona.  Output  was  unchanged  in  Indiana.  Increases  occurred  in  all  other  impor- 
tant producing  states.
